SAIGON (UPI) — The second 
attempt to achieve a working cease­ 
fire in Vietnam got off to a shaky 
start Friday. The South Vietnamese 
command reported 21 violations in 
the first hours of the new truce. 
The command said at at least 
three South Vietnamese soldiers 
were killed and four others wounded 
in the first four hours of the truce 
which became effective at noon 
Friday (midnight Thursday EDT). 
The Saigon command also said it 
could not abide by one of the 
provisions in the new 14point truce 
communique worked out in Paris by

iisinger and North Vietnamese 
negotiator Le DucTho. 
Lt 
Col 
Le Trung Ilien, the 
command spokesman, said there 
was no way the Communists and 
South Vietnamese could fulfill the

the field during the first day of the 
truce and settle local difficulties 
peacefully. 


become effective July 1 is about the 
only major change that will occur in 
utility department budgets for the 
1973-74 fiscal year. 
The Lompoc City Council voted 
for the rate increase in view of the 
fact PG and E, which supplies 
power to the city, hiked its rates, 
and left the electric department 
short of 
funds for an electric 
substation expected to be needed by 
1979. 
The rate hike, about 7.4 per cent 
for Lompoc residents and 9 9 per 
cent for businesses, is expected to 
raise $158,000 a year for the city, 
most of which will be placed in a 
fund for the $734,000 substation for 
the northeast section of town The 
PG and E hike of 25 per cent will 
cost the city about $165,000 a year. 
The PG and E luke is being appealed 
to the Federal Powers Commission. 
The overall electric department 
budget will increase $183,060 over 
the present year, 
including the 
$165,000 increase for PG and E The 
total 1973-74 budget will be $1,712,975 
compared 
to $1,529,915 
for the 
present year. 
The total includes a sum, now, of 
$740,000 to PG and K for power and 
$450,000 paid to the city general fund 
as m-lieu taxes. The in-lieu taxes 
were cut $50,000 because of the 
increase by

and E, but the 
council 
is 
in the 
process 
of 
considering 
a 
proposal 
by 
Councilman Art Scott 
to put the 
$50,000 back to help 
balance the 
general fund without using too much

ground level, have been in existence 
on said property for an unreasonable 
period of time. ’ 
One abandoned car has reportedly 
been stored for an “ unreasonable” 
period of time at 306 South B St.; 
and two abandoned cars are alleged 
to exist at 734 N. Second St. The cars 
at both locations are said to be 
visible from public streets or alleys. 
The situation is of a different 
nature at 416 and 420 S. First St. 
Neighbors say some caves in the 
hills backing up homes in the south 
portion of the city have proved to be 
attractive and dangerous nuisances 
threatening the safety of young 
hikers. 


'Panicky' trading 
overseas on dollar 


LONDON (UPI) - The value of 
the dollar plunged to record lows in 
“ panicky” trading on exchanges in 
Frankfurt and Amsterdam Friday 
and lost value elsewhere in Europe. 
Gold prices climbed still higher. 


Bankers and financial experts 
blamed President Nixon’s new anti- 
inflationprogram for the drop in the 
dollar. Moreover, Friday has often 
been a bad day for the dollar as 
dealers dump excess dollars before

$42 22 an ounce. 


Price increases 
stop, some hikes 
get rolled back

President Nixon’s 60-day price 
freeze has stopped a number of 
increases scheduled to go into effect 
Friday and rolled back some hikes 
announced earlier. 
The freeze so far has affected 
businesses from steel making to 
newspaper publishing, with firms 
announcing that planned price hikes 
either had been rescinded or would 
not go into effect during the freeze. 
O ther 
m ajor 
corporations, 
following President Nixon’s late 
effort to stop the rowingmomentum 
of inflation said they were studying 
the situation. Several were expected 
to roll back prices or rescind 
scheduled raises. 
In the auto industry, American 
Motors said Friday its scheduled 
price increase averaging $59 per car 
will not be applied during the freeze.

m akers, 
however, the freeze was expected to 
have little effect, since it expires 
before

1974 
models 
are 
introduced in mid-September. 
General Motors and Ford earlier 
promised no price hikes on 1973 
models until the new cars are 
introduced in September. Chrysler 
already has increased prices on its 
1973 models.

The 
Washington newspapers, which had 
said their prices were going from 10 
cents to 15 on the newsstand, went 
back to the earlier figures, while the 
Oregonian said both its newsstand 
and subscription rates were being 
pulled back to the old level.

Watergate 
investigation shifted Friday from 
the bugging and the obscure men 
who did it to the White House and 
»residential aides who 
cover it up. 
The chief targets, sources close to 
the inquiry told UPI, now are H. R. 
Haldeman, the White House chief of 
staff until six weeks ago, and John 
W. Dean III, fired as White House 
counsel 
the 
sam e 
day 
that 
Haldeman stepped down. 


Both 
men 
were 
prominently 
mentioned in the sworn testimony 
Thursday by the No. 2 man in the 
1972 Nixon campaign, Jeb Stuart 
Magruder —Dean as one of the 
architects of both the bugging and 
the cover-up and Haldeman as at 
least a passive participant in both 
plots. 


Attorneys for Haldeman and Dean 
had no immediate comment. 
Dean is to be the next witness 
when the nationally televised Senate 


hearings resume Tuesday. He is 
expected 
to 
confirm 
much 
of 
Magruder’s 
story 
of 
high-level 
intrigue —involving not only himself 
and Magruder, but also such men as 
Haldeman, former Attorney Gener­ 
al 
John 
N. 
Mitchell 
and 
ex- 
presidential 
assistant

D. 
Ehrlichman. 


t There have also been conflicting 
reports that Dean can implicate the 
President himself, at least in the 
cover-up of the scandal. Nixon, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman have all 
denied any involvement. 


“At this stage of the game we’ve 
built from the Gemstone (political 
espionage) file and the Watergate 
break-in to the question of ultimate 
responsibility,” one source said. 


“ When we bring Dean on, the 
question of course is going to be the

Added another source close to the 
committee: “We’re shifting to the 
White House, obviously.” 


Drastic moves recommended 
by EPA for 'clean air' plan 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- The 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) Friday approved a clean air 
plan for New York City involving 
cutbacks 
on cruising 
cabs and 
downtown parking, and it proposed 
one for Los Angeles that could force 
all cars off the streets there by 1977. 
It also proposed a freeze on the 
gasoline supply for Northern New 
Jersey that could result in a 60 per 
cent reduction in driving 
in that 
area. 
Acting under a federal law aimed 
significantly cleaning up the air 
Acting 
at signifi 
around major cities by 1975, the 
agency announced its decision on 
plans submitted by 23 states to meet 
that goal. It fully approved only 
those for New York and Alabama, 
but said it expected to approve later 
this 
month 
those 
for 
Kansas, 
Missouri and Louisiana. It either 
partially or completely rejected all 
the rest. 
Acting EPA Administrator Robert 
W. Fri said: 
“ The plan 1 am proposing today 
for Los Angeles could result in 
banning all automobiles from the 
streets there by 1977, as well as 60 
per cent of 
the diesel-powered 
vehicles. The Northern New Jersey 
plan announced today may require 
over 60 per cent reduction in driving 
in that area.” 
The complete ban on cars in Los 
Angeles is a possibility, Fri added, 
because the air there is already so 
bad that even the traffic reduction 
measures may not help it And the 
EPA proposal that no gas could be 
sold in 1975 if it violated the clean 
air law would in effect mean that no 
gas would be available. 
In addition to Los Angeles, the 
EPA submitted its own proposals 


for some of those which it rejected 
—17 urban areas in Indiana, Massa­ 
chusetts, Minnesota, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Texas. The 
other states will be covered by later 
EPA proposals 
The Los Angeles proposal was a 
re-submission with revisions of an 
earlier plan *the EPA had offered 
under a court order.

“ m orality 
can’t

legislated.” 
Neither, 
apparently, 
can 
moral 
issues be settled by judicial 
fiat. 
The U. S. Supreme Court 
tried to settle a basically 
moral issue when it ruled 7 
to 2 last January that a 
woman 
in the first six 
months of pregnancy may 
have 
an 
abortion 
on 
demand. 
But the Court’s ruling has 
not ended the controversy 
over legalized abortion. If 
anything, the battle rages 
today more hotly than ever. 
At least a dozen bills are 
pending 
in 
Congress 
to 
amend the Constitution to 
overturn the court ruling. 
Rhode Island has enacted 
a law which states explicity 
that “ life commences at the 
moment of conception" and 
a fetus “ shall have the legal 
rights of a person." That 
would 
make 
abortion 
tantamount to murder. 
The 
reasoning 
of 
the 
Rhode Island legislature is 
directly contrary to that of 
the Supreme Court, which 
held that an unborn baby is 
not a “ person" in the eyes of 
the law and therefore does 
not enjoy a right to life 
which the government is 
required to protect. 
Many observers predict 
the Supreme Court will 
strike 
down 
the 
Rhode 
Island law But it could do 
so only by asserting that its 
own 
opinion 
on 
an 
admittedly 
controversial 
question —when human life 
begins 
—must 
take 
precedence over that of a 
legislative body. There is 
nothing in the Constitution 
which says courts should 
have the last word on moral 
or religious questions. 
The 
Supreme 
Court’s

abortion issue — simply by 
declaring its own view of a 
question on which doctors, 
biologists, theologians and

1st and 3i 
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A Hancock actor who 
gets the off-beat roles 


BY STEVE LA HUE 
Two faced? 
Michael Cone does much better than that. His pumpkin-like mug has 
radiated at local audiences through a welter of roles in 11 of the 13 Allan 
Hancock College theatre productions this year, not to mention the two years 
before. 
And most of the, though weird, antique, grotesque, or iust off-beat, have 
suited his stvly and equipment as if tailored. One begins to wonder how 
much the parts themselves have counted and how much of the roles have 
been Cone. 
The 20-year-old actor launched his Hancock career as a puff-cheeked Mr. 
Bumble in “Oliver.” This year he was the neck swabbing Jake Latta, the 
harried, sloppy tour company man of “The Night of the Iguana,” Coocoo 


Koocooof “Marat-Sade.” a oaee bov in “Rumplestiltskin,” a cook in “ Hello 
Dolly’ and different people in “Spoon Kiver Anthology.” 
To this he added Prince Dauntless, the male lead in “Once upon a 
Mattress,” Mr. Milady in “The Hostage,” a surprisingly moving vocalist in 
“The Songs of Jacques Brel,” and Ezekiel Cheever, the acerbic court 
oil 
reporter of the Salem Witch Trials in Miller’s “The Crucible.” 
Catch the pattern? Cone himself would like to know about it if you do. 
“I suppose if people think of me as being a type, they must think of me as 
being real off-beat,” the actor, brown curls rioting around his well 
nourished face, said of the central coast audiences who have watched him 
for three years now. 
But what kind of a guy is he really? 
Cone would like to hear about that, too. 
“I’m kind of off-beat, I guess; I don’t know. I suppose I’m shy. Mr. 
(Donovan) Marley (director and founder of the theatre at Allan Hancock) 
once said that most actors are either very shy or are very poorly making up 
for being very shy. It’s hard to say what type of a person one is. 
“I know what I like, theatre, music, I’m now getting into gardening for 
something to do during my off minutes. Things that I have no earthly reason 
for liking, I happen to like. I think that’s it, I don’t make any sense at all.” 
Doesn’t that bother him? 
“No.” 
By Cone’s estimate his season’s best role, and by other estimates one of 
his least forgettable, was the former Fresno student’s Mr. Milady in Bredan 
Behan’s “The Hostage.” 
Milady, precariously bordering on pansihood, spends the opening acts in 
the play’s Irish bordello rubbing tneir tummies with Miss Gillchrist, 
another of the culture’s socio-biological stragglers. 
Fed up with the complexities of heterosexuality, he is then recruited by 
two resident transvestites and has a gaudy “coming out” in a song and 
dance number of inspired squalidness performed on a tavern table top 
Only belatedly, though still preposterously, are we shown that the tweedy, 
sweatered Milady is really an undercover man for British intelligence. 
The role, in a word, is bizarre. Cone was drawn to it inexorably. 
“At the beginning it scared me. It was a strange role. It seemed very 
hard. I was not really satisfied with (the way he performed) it, but I was 
happy with it. It felt comfortable. It was the best play I’ve ever been in. 
There were times when I could tell that the audience was enjoying it 
tremendously.” 
There were other nights, he added, at least as far as the strangeness of 
Cone’s role hit the play’s audiences. 
“The two homosexuals in the brothel sang a song called 'When Socrates in 
Ancient Greece.’ It was just a disgusting song. There were nights when the 
id< 
ixpect 
to think it was funny as I did. On some nighis I think if I had been the 
audience, I would have been a hit.” 
But the local audiences, Cone added, are really “ “wonderful.” 
“You don’t fool them. In Fresno the audiences aren’t particularly...well, 
intelligent is a bad word. I used to say about Fresno audiences that they 
give you a standing ovation if you can get through it without any noticeable 
mistakes, which I think they really do. 
“But you don’t fool Santa Maria audiences. When something’s bad, they 
don’t get up and walk out, but by their silence you know that it’s bad.” 
There haven’t been that many of these silences at Hancock. 
“Especially during the summer when there’s more talent to draw from, 
on the whole, it (theatre at Hancock) compares favorably with maior 
professional productions. In fact I saw a production of A.C.T.’s The 
Crucible’ right after we had closed our production and ours was better, 
really.”

Cone will be working with the Pacific Conservatory of the Performing 
Arts during their 1973 summer season and in the fall will continue studies at 
the University of Washington, leaving three years of off-key memories 
behind here enroute to his goal of performing with professional regional 
theatre. 
Perhaps the off-keyedness that seems to permeate actor as well as 
character partly explains why Cone committs himself with obvious 
dedication to a career that sports a gross unemployment rate of 90 per cent. 
“ I think I like the acceptance,” Latta, Milady, Cone and Cheever answer 
in unison “I like being applauded by 500 people. A lot of the things I do are 
primarily for myself, the roles...That doesn’t make sense either, there’s not 
a pattern ” 
No pattern but the theatre. 
“I think if I were interested in making a large salary, I’d be a dentist.” No 
doubt he will be, many times.

Milburn went on to win the gold medal last summer 
with Hill finishing third Last week, Milburn won the 
N( AA title at Baton Rouge, La,, in 13 1, only one-tenth of 
a second off his world record. 
Tommie White was closest to Hill in 13 3 with Charles 
Foster third in 13.5 and Ricky Stubbs ahead of Milburn, 
also in 13 6 
Steve Williams, who shares the world record with five 
others, made up for a poor start with a breath taking 


finish to win the 100 yard dash in 9.4 
Williams earlier won his heat in the semifinals in 9 2, 
only one-tenth of a second off the world mark, In the 
final, they had five false starts and Williams was one of' 
the last out of the blocks when they finally got the race 
out of the way. With 10 yards to go, he sprinted past the 
field to win going away. 
In other finals on Friday night’s program- the second 
of three — Olympic champion Randy Williams won the 
long jump with a leap of 26-1, world record holder A! 
Feuerbach took the shot put with a throw of 68-1 and Ted 
Bregar, an unheralded performer from the U.S. Naval 
Academy, won the hammer throw with a 215 4 effort 
The long jump provided the closest finish of the 
evening as only four inches separated the first three 
finishers. A1 Lanier of the University of Cincinnati was 
second at 25 11 and James McAlister of UCLA was third 
at 25-9. 
Defending AAU champ Arme Robinson wound up 
fourth at 25-4.

He learned differently 
and now uses much lighter 
clubs. He thinks weekend 
golfers should do the same. 
“ Now I know that how far 
you hit depends mostly on 
how squarely you hit the 
ball. 
Up to a point, the 
lighter the club, the faster 
you can move it through im­ 
pact and the better you can 
control it. Lighter clubs im­ 
prove your chances of keep­ 
ing your swing in the proper 
groove. Also, with less mus­ 
cular effort expended, you’ll 
play stronger over 18 holes.
